The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions II and (I, III) are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice another and 
materially different process, for example, the clamp of Group I could be used to clamp a 
pipe to a furnace wall or to clamp a pipe to a support in a fossil fuel plant and, the 
apparatus of Group III could be used in a method wherein the clamp members are 
located radially with respect to a pipe (rather than vertically) or, it could be used only as 
a temporary securing means. 

Inventions III and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because a mere comparison for example 
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of claims 1 and 29 shows that the combination does not rely on all of the particulars of 
the subcombination as claimed, for patentability. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as in clamping a pipe to a furnace wall or to clamp a pipe to a support in a 
fossil fuel plant. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
